TOKIO, Oct. 26.—The Japanese 
Government tonight issued a state- 
ment saying that, in view of the 
League of Nations Council's fail- 
ure to obtain a unanimous vote on 
the resolution calling for evacua- 
tion of Japanese troops from Man- 
churia by Nov. 16, the action was 
not binding in any way whatever. 

It is admitted in Geneva that the 
resolution carries only moral force 
and has no legal value. 

Issued after a special meeting of 
the Cabinet, the statement set forth 
that.the attitude taken by Japan 
at the time of the outbreak of trou- 
ble in Manchuria remained  unal- 
tered. ° 

It stressed Japan’s five “funda- 
mental principles,’’ which were laid 
down by the Tokio Government 
last week as the terms to which 
China would have to accede before 
withdrawal of Japanese _ troops 
from the occupied area could be- 
gin. 

The statement was made with 
the intention of clarifying Japan's 
stand and explaining its position

Geneva Admits Resolution Has 
Only Moral Force. 

GENEVA, Oct. 26.—The test of 
the League of Nations’ attempt to 
arbitrate the Chinese-Japanese con- 
flict will come Nov. 16, interna- 
tional opinion agreed. 

Operating solely under Article 11 
of the League Covenant, the coun- 
cil was adjudged to have done its 
duty to date by calling for the 
evacuation of Japanese troops 
from non-treaty zones in Manchu- 
ria by its next meeting. But the 
resolution adopted has only moral 
force, for Japan’s veto destroyed 
its unanimity andi legal value. 

Friends of the League said, how. 
ever, the council's debate and 13 
to 1 vote constituted a “striking 
moral condemnation of Japan” and 
placed the Japanese Government in 
the position of moral isolation in 
the eyes of the world... 

In a letter to Chairman Aris- 
tide Briand today Dr. AJjfred Sze, 
Chinese representative on the 
League of Nations Council, said 
his Government was ready at any 
time to conclude an _ arbitration 
treaty with Japan modeled after 
other treaties which have been ne- 
gotiated in increasing numbers be- 
tween other members of the 


League.

His son, Louis Comiskey, 
treasurer of the White Sox, the 
only surviving member of his im- 
mediate family, was with his fa- 
ther when he died. The “Old Ro- 
man,” as he was known, died dur- 
ing his slee His son was the 
only one with him at the time, 
“Fought for Every Point.’' 
The colorful old warrior, whose 


life story was synonymous of the | 


rise of professional baseball in| 
America, had taken refuge during 
his declining days in the quiet fast- 
ness Of his forest tract here. His 
home stood out in its spacious 
beauty against acres of untouched 
wilderness, Much’ Ot ft overrun’ by 
animals which scurried through 
tangled underbrush as they did long 
before the white man came. 

This later home of his was not 


so far from that 600-acre tract 
which, in other years, was the 
camp at which the “Woodland 
Bards,” the famous White Sox 
rooting association, gathered for 
their autumnal feasts. 

Comiskey’s body today will be 


forwarded to Chicago. 

Comiskey, who ‘‘fought for every 
point because, through bitter ex- 
perience I early learned that one 
lost decision may mean the loss of 
a pennant,’ began life on the sand- 
lots of Milwaukee. His father, a 
politician, wanted to make a plumb- 
er out of him; but Charles Albert 
insisted on sneaking off to the ill- 
provised diamonds to play third 
base at $60 a month for a team 
called the Alerts. 

Wrecked the “Black Sox.” 

He was 17, then, and he was 
graduated from Milwaukee to El- 
gin, Ill., as a pitcher. , He won ev- 
ery game he played that year. At 
19, he. joined Dubuque of thé 
Northwestern League, and changed, 
four years later, to the St. Louis 
Browns of the American Associa- 
tion. 

Comiskey became a famous fig- 
ure in the baseball world long be- 
fore he established his White Sox 
in Chicago. He was a known fight- 
ér, a free spender and loyal to 
those who were loyal to him. 

After having built up the Sox 
from the beginning of the Ameri- 
can League into an organization 
known the world over, he caused a 
sensation when in 1920 he wrecked 
his machine on finding that the 
1919 world series had been thrown 
tv the Cincinnati club. At one 
Sweep, he suspended seven of his 
stars, losing contracts worth a mil- 
lion dollars. 

Recovering from the shock, he 
gathered around him another 
tcam. For on? player from _ the 
minor leagues he paid $100,000, 
the highest figure ever paid for a 
minor league player up’ to. that 
time. That was the price he paid 
for Willie Kamm of San Francisco. 

Gave St. Louis Four Pennants. 

With the Browns in St. Louis, 
cwned by Christ von der  Ahe, 
Comiskey played first base at a 
salary of $125 a month. In 1883 he 
was made manager and gave St. 
Louis its first world champion- 
ship in 1886. The Browns won the 
American Association pennant in 
1885-86-87-88, and took part in 
the world series of those years, 
winning one series, losing two and 
tieing the fourth. 

In 1885 the Browns, with Com- 
iskey at the helm, played a tie with 
Capt. Anson’s Chicago White 
Stockings for the championship of 
the world. The following year St. 
Louis defeated Chicago for the 
world’s championship. Detroit an- 
nexed the world’s championship in 
1887 by winning from St. Louis. In 
1888 St. Louis again was a conten- 
der for the highest baseball honors 
Lut was defeated by New York. 

Comiskey remained with the

The statement says she _ spent 
night concealed by cur- 
tains in the drapery department of 
a downtown department store. It 
tells of suburban wanderings in 
her stockings because her shoes 
went to pieces, of hiding in a va- 
cant cottage at a Pasadena sani- 
tarium, of writing a letter there 
to her husband which she later 
tried to destroy, of her purchase of 
a newspaper in which’ she read 
that Dr. Judd had engaged coun- 
sel for her and was pleading that 
she surrender and of telephone 
calls which finally led to her de- 
livery to the authorities. 

How Letter Was Found. 

The letter to Dr. Judd was round. 
torn and water-soaked in the drains 
of the women’s rest room of the de- 
partment store after an 
attendant had noticed a stray frag- 
ment on the floor and called the 
police. 

‘It has been charged that I had 
an accomplice, either before, dur- 
ing or after the actual tragedy,” 
the account begins. “This is not 
true. 

“I alone shot and _ killed both 
these women, who were once my 
friends. I did it in self-defense, to 
save my own life, and for no other 
reason. 

“T alone disposed of the bodies. I 
had no help of any kind from any- 
one. 

“rt caused the receptacles con- 
taining them to be shipped from 
Phoenix to Los Angeles, expecting 
in some fashion to dispose of them 
here.” 

The statement says Mrs. Judd re- 
alized she may have weakened her 
self-defense plea by attempts at 
concealment, but, “in my dazed 
fright it seemed to me the only 
thing to do was to hide—hide ev- 
erything and myself. I was mis- 
taken, but that is what I did.” 

The statement says Mrs. Judd 
spent the night of Friday, Oct. 16, 
at the Samuelson- Le Roi apart- 
ment. 

How Trouble Started. 

“We had breakfast in our pa- 
jamas,” it relates. “Anne and I 
were preparing to go to our posi- 
tions at the Louis Grunow Memor- 
ial Clinic. It was about 8:30. Sam- 
my was standing in front of her 
dresser, combing out her hair. 

“We had been chatting about 
trivialities. Then the conversation 
turned to Jack Halloran. 

“Some days before Jack had 
dropped in at the clinic and asked 
me to introduce him to a new nurse 
whom he had wished to meet. 
What her name is doesn’t matter, 
so I shall call her Miss X. . . 
I was sure the acquaintance never 
would develop to a stage of intim- 
acy. Jack Halloran was only a good, 


true friend to us all, including 
Anne. 
“But, although Anne was not, 


nor had been, in love with Jack, 
nor he with her, she was extremely 
jealous. 

“But, as we talked last Saturday 
morning, about Jack and Miss X, 
Anne suddenly reached the break- 
ing point.” 

She declares Mrs. Le Roi threat- 
ened to tell Halloran a “profes- 
sional secret” concerning ‘“‘Miss X.”

DOOLITTLE StTS MARK 


MEXICO CITY-ST. LOUIS 


Covers 1300 Miles in 6 Hours, 
33 Minutes—230 Miles 
an Hour, 


Maj. James H. Doolittle, noted 
St. Louis flyer, landed at Lambert- 
St. Louis Airport this afternoon, 
completing a record 1500-mile 
trip from Mexico City in 6 hours, 


33 minutes flying time. 

His average speed was 230 miles 
an hour. 

He returned to St. Louis in the 
same speedy ship which carried 
him last week from Ottawa, On- 
tario, to Mexico City. |, wiy of 
Washington, in 12 hours and 36 
minutes. On that i:ight he was the 
first to link the three capital cities 
of North America in a one-day 
journey. 

He landed at the St. Louis air 
port at 2:12 o’clock, 7 hours 25 
minutes after taking off from the 
Mexican capital. Stops for refuel- 
ing at Brownsville, Tex., and 
Shreveport, La., took 52 minutes. 

Leaving Mexico City at 6:47 @. 
m., Doolittle was in Brownsville at 
9 o'clock, and 35 minutes later he 
was again in the air. He reached 
Shreveport two minutes before 
noon, and was off on the last leg of 
his trip at 12:15 o’clock. 

Three ships of the Thirty-fifth 
Air Division, which took the air a 
few minutes before Doolittle came 
into view, planning to escort him 
to the airport, missed him, and 
his orange and green biplane cir- 
cled the field alone several times 
before he brought it down at the 
south end of the airport. 

Smiling and neat, Doolittle took 
off his helmet and leather jacket. 
He changed to a felt hat and the 
coat to his suit, and within a few 
minutes gave no evidence of the 
jong journey he had just com- 
pleted. 

He was greeted by his wife, 
members of the Chamber of Com- 
merece Air Board and officials of 
the Shell Petroleum Corporation, 
for which he flies. Walter J. G. 
Neun, President of the Board of 
Aldermen, welcomed him in behalf 
of *the city. 

“It was a great trip,” Doolittle 
said. “I had no trouble after leav- 
ing Mexico City and the weather 
was fine except for a little rain in

Doolittle said that it was neces- 
sary, before he could take off from 
the airport at Mexico City, to fill 
in a ditch and extend the runway 
to one and a half kilometers (a lit- 
tle less than a mile). Designed for 
flight at high speed; his airplane 
requires a long ground run to gain 
speed enough to lift it in the air. 

After the welcomes at the air- 
port were finished Doolittle left 
with his wife for their home, 6311 
Washington avenue.

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NORTH CAROLINA CHAIN 
STORE TAX 15 UPRELD 


Supreme Court at Same Time 
Refuses to Pass on Misstssippi 
Measure. 


Ey the Assovrlated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—North 
Carolina’s tax of $50 on each chain 
store in the State was sustained 
today by the Supreme Court. 

At the same time the court re- 
fused to pass on the validity of the 
Mississippi chain store tax laW in 
advance of a decision by lower 
Federal courts. The court affirm- 
ed an injunction granted by a 
three-judge Federal court at Jack- 
son prohibiting the enforcement of 
the tax until its validity can be de- 
termined. 

Only this term the Supreme 
Court refused to reconsider its 5 
to 4 decision upholding Indiana's 
tax on the chains. 

The Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Co. and other chain store oper- 
ators in North Carolina, however, 
insisted there was a difference be- 
tween the two taxes. They said 
the graduated Indiana levy reached 
all the stores while North Caro- 
lina touched only the chains. The 
difference, the chains argued, was 
material. The State replied that 
it had the right to exempt single 
stores, arguing the tax was a priv- 
llege tax and that the chains en- 
joyed greater privileges than inde- 
pendent housés. 

The North Carolina tax was 
passed in 1929 before the court 
had decided the Indiana case. In 
his opinion at that time, Justice 
Roberts emphasized that each tax 
must be scrutinized to determine 
whether it was unlawful. 

Chief Justice Hughes said Jus- 
tices Van Deventer and Sutherland 
concurred in the 7 to 2 decision to- 
day because of the court’s previous 
5 to 4 decision upholding Indiana's 
chain store tax. 

Van Deventer and Sutherland 
dissented in that case, but today 
they were represented as feeling 
that they were controlled by the 
decision in the Indiana case. 

Justices McReynolds and Butler, 
however, adhered to the position 
taken when they opposed the In- 
diana tax. They challenged today 
the right of North Carolina to en- 
force its levies on the chain stores.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. — The 
Hoover administration will not 
initiate any movement looking to- 
ward the cancellation or reduction 
of the war debts owed to this coun. 
try by Europe, but if, on the initia- 
tive of Europe, steps are taken to 
reduce the German reparations, the 
administration stands ready to re- 
verse its previous policy and pro- 
pose to Congress a reciprocal scal- 
ing down of the debts. 

This is the meaning, between the 
lines, of the most important sec- 
tion of the vague official statement 
issued jointly yesterday afternoon 
by President Hoover and Premier 
Laval of France, at the end of the 
latter’s four-day visit in Washing- 
ton. 

“Insofar as intergovernmental 
obligations are concerned,” says 
the statement, ‘“‘we recognize that 
prior to the expiration of the 
Hoover year of postponement, 
some agreements regarding them 
may be necessary covering the 
period of business depression, as 
to the terms and conditions of 
which the two Governments 
make all reservations. The initia- 
tive in this matter should be tak- 
en at an early date by the Euro- 
pean Powers principally con- 
cerned within the framework of 
the agreements existing prior to 
July 1, 1931.” 

Inconclusive though this appears 
to be, it constitutes notice to Ger- 
many that President Hoover does 
not favor an extension of the ex- 
isting moratorium beyond July, 
1932. 


What Hoover Now Proposes. 

What he is now proposing, joint- 
ly with France, is that Germany 
avail*herself without delay of the 
rrovision of the Young plan which 
gives her the right, in an emergen- 
cy like the present, to ask for the 
appointment of a committee of ex- 
perts to re-examine the whole sub- 
ject of reparations, 

On the petition of Germany, 
Bank of International Settlements 
would create such a committee to 
function “within the framework of 
the agreements existing prior to 
July 1, 1931.’’ 

This means within the frame- 
work of the Young plan. It was 
I’rance’s contention throughout last 
summer’s negotiations over the 
Hoover moratorium that whatever 
relief was given Germany should 
be kept within tHat plan. Her 
hesitation in accepting the mora- 
torium, it will be recalled, was due 
to the fear that the Hoover pro- 
posal might result in the ultimate 
breakdown of the Young plan set- 
tlement. She was especially con- 
cerned to preserve the integrity of 
the unconditional payments from 
Germany.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. 
OLLOWING is the tect of 
statement issued by Prest- 
dent Hoover and Premier Laval 
of France on the result of their 
conversations: 

A joint statement by the 
President of the United States 
and the President of the Coun- 
cil of Ministers of France: 

The traditional friendship be- 
tween the United States and 
France, the absence of all con- 
troversy between our two Gov- 
ernments, a record of many 
events in collaboration toward 
peace of the world, embracing 
among its recent phases the 
adoption of the Kellogg-Briand 
pact, render it possible and op- 
portune for the representatives 
of our Governments to explore 
every aspect of the many prob- 
lems in which we are mutually 
interested. 

Indeed, the duty of statesmen 
is net to overlook any means of 
practical co-operation for the 
common good. This is particu- 
larly true at a time when the 
world looks for leadership in 
relief from a depression which 
reaches into countless homes in 
every land. Relations of mu- 
tual confidence between govern- 
ments have the most important 
bearing upon speeding the re- 
covery which they seek. We 
have engaged upon that mission 
with entire frankness. We have 
made real progress. 

We canvassed the economic 
situation in the world, the 
trends in international relations 
bearing upon it; the problems 
of the forthcoming conference 
for limitation and reduction of 
armaments; the effect of the 
depression on payments under 
intergovernmental debts; the 
stabilization of international ex- 
changes and other financial and 
economic subjects. 

No Commitments. 

An informal and cordial dis- 
cussion has served to outline 
with greater precision the na- 
ture of the problems. It has 
not been the purpose of either 
of us to engage in commitments 
binding our Governments, but 
rather, through development of 
fact, to enable each country to 
act more effectively in its own 
field.

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BRUENING PLANS 
FORNEGOTIATIONS 
ON REPARATIONS 


Will Lose No Time in Be- 
ginning Discussions With 
Other Powers, Foreign 
Office Spokesman Says. 


BEATIN’ Oct 26.—Chancellor 
Bruening will lose no time in be- 
ginning negotiations with other 
powers regarding what is to be 
done about the reparations prob- 
lem when the Hoover moratorium 
expires, a foreign office spokesman 
said this evening. 

Commenting on the communique 
summerizing the Hoover-Laval con- 
ferences at Washington this offi- 
cial said, ‘it refers the whole prob- 
lems of reparations and war debts 
to Europe. Germany can do noth- 
ing about raising the war debt 
question and as for reparations, we 
assume that our creditors are just 
as intefested in what will follow 
the Hoover postponement as we 
are. You may be sure the Chan- 
cellor will lose no time entering 
into diplomatic negotiations from 
which it will become apparent how 
the initiative may be taken and by 
whom.” 

The German Government does 
not identify itself with the gloomy 
interpretations of the Washington 
meeting in Berlin newspapers. The 
Government disagrees entirely with 
the view that the United States is 
isolating itself. On the contrary, 
the Government regards the con- 
ference at Washington as a distinct 
step forward. 

The correspondent of the Mor- 
gen Post, who accompanied Pre- 
mier Laval to Washington. sends a 
gloomy tale of misunderstandings 
between the French and Ameri- 
cans, and declares that, instead of 
learning to Know and like each 
other better, they became _  es- 
tranged. 

Such headlines as “Germany Is 
Disappointed Over the Results of 
the Washington Parley,” ‘“Wash- 
ington—a Grave Disappointment,” 
and “Laval-Hoover Parley With- 
out Result” are featured. 

The Nationalist Der Montag says 
the result shows how wrong: Chan- 
cellor Bruening was to participate 
in a Franco-German rapprochement 
and suggests that the visit of For-. 
eign Minister Grandi of Italy to 
Berlin is doubly important because 
Italy has been opposed to the Ver- 
sailles treaty and reparations for 
years. Chancellor Bruening, it 
says, would do well to change his 
course and ally himself more cloge- 
ly with Mussolini. 


French Bankers Put New Faith in 
Dollar. 
By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—French finan- 
cial newspapers say that small 
banks and business men that have 
been withdrawing credit balances 
from the United States have taken 
new confidence in the dollar as a 
result of the conferences between 
President Hoover and Premier 
Laval. 

An outcome of those meetings, 
the papers agree, is that the Eu- 
ropean signatories to the Young 
plan, probably under the leader- 
ship of France, must confer regard- 
ing any alteration of that plan af- 
fecting German reparations pay- 
ments, for it is not thought likely 
now that the Hoover moratorium 
will be extended. 

In some quarters the view was 
expressed that the Franco-Amer- 
ican conversations have only begun 
and that some way may be found to 
loosen credits frozen in Germany. 

The newspapers generally find 
support for the French thesis re- 
garding disarmament and security 
in a phrase of the official com- 
munique at Washington that the 
real task of next year’s disarma- 
ment conference is establishment 
of a durable organization for peace. 

Le Matin says Mr. Hoover told 
Premier Laval that the United 
States does not want to commit it- 
self in advance, but wants to re- 
serve the right to examine each de- 
velopment on its merits. The news- 
paper’s correspondent characterizes 
this viewpoint as reasonable. 

An official of the Foreign Offic? 
says Aristide Briand, the Foreign 
Minister, was pleased with the 
Washington communique, particu- 
larly with the points concerning 
disarmament and areturn to the 
Young plan in case of a further 
German moratorium.

President Hoover’s moratorium, 
although a statement he ed at 
the time denied the connection, was 
a tacit admission of this relation- 
ship. The Government now goes 
one step further in its acceptance 
of the realities. 

Vitally important is the hope 
held out to Europe that if a cém- 
mission of experts decides that re- 
licf should be given Germany un- 
der the Young plan, the United 
States will contribute to that relief. 
This can have but one meaning. If 
reparations are scaled down, the 
administration will be prepared to 
reconsider the war debts in the 
light of the reduced capacity of the 
debtors to pay. 


This attitude represents a radical 
departure from the _ long-estab- 
lished official policy of regarding 
the debt settlements as final and 
the reparations question as a mat- 
ter solely for European concern. 
Laval’s visit did not bring about 
this change of policy. The inexor- 
able march of economic events 
brought it about. It merely hap- 
pens that the visit has provided the 
occasion for a statement showing 
what is in the mind of the admin- 
istration. 


Nothing on French “Security.” 


The Hoover-Laval summing up 
of their conferences reveals the ex- 
pected dearth of concrete accom- 
plishments. No informed person 
believed that the French Premier, 
whatever his arts of persuasion, 
would get from this administration 
any promise of a “security” pact 
for France, or even of a mild con- 
sultative pact. If Laval came to 
the United States in the belief that 
he woyld obtain something of the 
sort, he must be woefully disap- 
pointed. That he should have 
cherished such a belief, after the 
rould shoulder turned by President 
Hoover toward the idea of a con- 
sultative pact at the London naval 
conference last year, is incredible. 

In any event, the idea got no- 
where in the conferences between 
him and the President. The well- 
known French security thesis was 
advanced with eloquence and vigor. 
There was, of course#_no direct ap- 
peal to the United States to join in 
a pact to come to the rescue of 
France against an aggressor, or to 
agree to consult with other na- 
tions in the event of a threat of 
war in Europe, but the conversa- 
tions opened the way io the Presi- 
dent to offer a pact if he should 
see fit. He did not offer it, and 
there the matter ended. 

In the view of our officials, the 
case was presented in such a way 
that a consultative pact, no matter 
how mild, would have won the as- 
pect of a security pact. The ad- 
ministration, as Laval soon saw, 
was opposed to any measure that 
might in the least degree be con- 
strued as obligating the United 
States co use armed force in the 
affairs of Europe. 


Intangible Gains Likely. 

It is possible to state, from the 
American official viewpoint, the 
line taken by the conversations and 
give an estimate of their result. The 
wide differences between the Unit- 
ed States and France on such ques- 
tions as disarmament and security 
made it impossible that the high 
expectations aroused in some unin- 
formed quarters should be realized. 
The Premier, however, made an 
excellent impression by his simplic- 
ity and directness. An intangible 
gain may have been recorded in in- 
ternational understanding. This is 
the sort of gain that came from the 
visit of Prime Minister MacDonald 
to the United States two years ago 
and from the contacts of Secretary 
Stimson and other American offli- 
cials with MacDonald in London 
last year. The friendly personal re- 
lationship established on those oc- 
casions undoubtedly smoothed the 
path of the United States last sum- 
mer in its effort to relieve the Ger- 
man crisis. ~ 

The discussions for the most part 
were limited to economic questions 
and to what might be done to cure 
the world depression. There was 
agreement on both sides that the 
instability of Central Europe, eco- 
nomic and political, was a large 
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factor in. the depression. The 
American- participants offered no 
solution of the Polish corridor qnes- 
tion or any other European polit- 
teal controversy. They took the po- 
sition that upon France, the- lead- 
ing country of Europe, rested the 
responsibility of leadershiy in any 
steps toward a solotion. Our only 
concern on the political side, the: 
French Premier was told, was that 
a settlement should be reached in 
some other way than by war. 

There was a great deal of frank 
talk, but contentious issues, it is 
said, were avoided so far as possi- 
ble. Uppermost in the mind ef the- 
President was the thought that the 
relief of Germany was essential to 
the restoration. of stability in Eu- 
rope and*the world. In this con- 
nection tNe reparations problem 
was thoroughly canvassed. France 
agreed that Germany must have 
relief during the depression, and 
the President agreed that if such 
relief should be given, as the result 
of action initiated abroad, the 
United States would do its share. 

The point was stressed on our 
side that the initiative must be tak- 
en in Europe. The French were 
tenacious throughout the discus- 
sions that any measure of financial 
relief to Germany must be through 
the already existing machinery of 
the Young plan. 

To Maintain Gold Standard. 

The one visible, tangible achieve- 
ment of immediate importance was 
the agreement between the repre- 
sentatives of the two nations on the 
need of maintaining both on the 
gold standard. The view was ex- 
pressed that the recession of either 
from this standard would hurt the 
other. As pointed out in the offi- 
cial communique, agrangements 
were made for a study of methods 
of preserving stability in foreign 
exchanges. 

American official comment on 
the conference is inclined to min- 
imize rec€ntly published stories of 
a “‘drive on the dollar” by the Bank 
of France. The view is expressed 
that if there wag such a drive, the 
Government of France was not re- 
sponsible for it. France, it is said, 
realizes the suicidal effect of any 
policy of this sort. In any event, 
our Officials hold that if there was 
a “‘drive on the dollar’ it has now 
been definitely ended. Perhaps this 
may be regarded asa direct out- 
come of the parleys. 


No progress was made toward 
disarmament. The world disar- 
mament conference at Geneva next 
February was discussed, with the 
result, as stated by the commu- 
nique, that the two parties agreed 
that the conference ought to seek 
“the organization on a firm foun- 
dation of permanent peace.” 

This is a mere form of words. 
Both nations of course are com- 
mitted to the organization of per- 


methods. That is a vital differ- 

ence and unless it is resolved there 

is not likely to be any important 

achievement at Geneva.

The Govern- 
ment took the position the publi- 
cation was objectionable because 
it contained matter “advocating 
or urging treason, insurrection or 
forcible resistance to the laws of 
the United States.” 

Gitlow argued that while the 
matter referred to might sow 
seeds of radicalism and lead to 
action in the future, the posta) 
laws only prohibited circulation in 
the mails of “words or language 
which directly incites to violence” 
and not to those which might 
have that effect. 

“The constitutional protection of 
the first amendment,” he said, “was 
never intended to be limited to 
‘respectable’ publications. Nothing 
radical is ever respectable. Free 
governments rest fundamentally on 
the right to persuade to any view.” 

A Federal District Court and 
the Second Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, however, took the Govern- 
ment’s view.

U, $. SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
OWNER’S CLAIM TO LIQUOR 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—John 
Strong’s long struggle to force dry 
agents who raided his premises at 
Easton, Mass., without a search 


warrant, to return his liquor, suc- 
ceeded today before the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Four agents appeared at Strong’s 
home in December, 1928, and asked 
permission to search the premises 
and house. They had no search 
warrant and Strong said “‘No.” The 
raiders did not go into the house, 


but insisted they had the right to 
search his barn and premises. They

found some liquor in a cellar near 
the barn and carried it away. 
Strong was never prosecuted. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals said 
that while the search and seizure 
were unlawful, Strong’s failure to 
prove that he lawfully possessed 
the liquor gave the Government the 
right to confiscate it. He ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court which 
settled the matter today.

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OVERNOR MEETS 
HUNGER MARCHERS 
AT STATE CAPITAL 


He Raless * Aghaters Who 
Aim to Undermine Gov- 
ernment Rather Than to 


Relieve Unemployment. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26.— 
The “hunger riders” who partici- 
pated in the “Missouri State hun- 
ger march” upon the Capitol of 
Missouri today made a demand 
upon Gov. Caulfield for a special 
session of the Legislature to enact 
an unemployment insurance law, to 
appropriate funds for cash pay- 
ments to unemployed persons, and 
other relief measures. 

They also demanded release of 
four of their number who had been 
arrested for disturbance, and de- 
manded the suspension of laws 
against vagrancy and unlawful as- 
semblage. The demand was pre- 
sented in the Governor's office by 
a committee of 10 representing the 
approximately 250 “marchers” who 
rode here in automobiles and mo- 
tor trucks from St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Springfield and other cities of 
the State. | 

Gov. Caulfield told the commit- 
tee Missouri was doing everything 
it could to care for unemployment 
and relieve distress during the com- 
ing winter. He said every citizen 
had the lawful right of petition, but 
that the delegation did not have 
the right to demand an immediate 
answer to its long list of demands.

Protests Against “Yelling Mobs.” 
“The right of petition guaranteed 
by our Constitution to our citizens 
does not include the right to march 
on the Capitol in force, terrorizing 
the towns and cities on-the way 
and winding up with mobs riding 
through the streets of our capital 
city yelling and shouting,” the Gov- 
ernor said. “However, I have con- 
sented to see you because you pur- 
port to speak on behalf of unem- 
ployed ‘men and women.”

that efforts were being made by 


State and local agencies to provide | 


food and shelter for those in need. 


He said funds for unemployment | 


relief during the winter were being 


raised all over the State, through | 


local agencies. 

“NO men or women in want be- 
‘cause of unemployment, which | 
they. cannot avoid, will need to go’ 
hungry or without shelter this. 
' Winter,” the Governor said. “The | 
problem, however, is essentially a | 
local one, and the local communi- 


ties are not only ready and willing, | 


but they are entirely able to care 


for those of their citizens who are | 


in need.” 
Criticises Agitators. 

“This situation is not helped, tn 
the least, by mobs marching across 
the State to the capital, which is 
a small city, and has all it can do 


j 
'to care for tts own residents. It 


is also to be regretted that this 
time of need is taken advantage of 
by agitators who have not in mind 
relieving unemployment, but who 
rather have in mind undermining 
our Government.” 

The Governor received the com- 
mittee in his reception room in the 
Capitol. Several uniformed police. 
men from Jefferson City and Kan- 
sas City and detectives from _ St. 
Louis were in the room nearby. 

The committee was headed by 
W. C. McCuistion of Kansas City, 
who says he has been a member 
of the Communist party for two 
years and is an organizer for the 
party. McCuistion said he was 
here as secretary of the Missouri 
State “hunger marchers” and the 
State unemployment council. He 
had cahrge of the demonstration.

No evictions for nonpayment of 
rent.

Suspension of all laws on vag- 
rancy and against unlawful assem- 
blage. 

Transfer of all funds for sup- 
port of the National Guard and 
what McCuistion called “fake” 
charity organizations, to relief of 
the unemployed. 

Heavy taxation of all fortunes 
of more than $100,000 and all in- 
comes of more than $5000 a year, 
to provide for the unemployed. 

Sharp reductions in the salaries 
of all public officials.

LOSES WING AND FALLS 


Witnesses Say Accident at Al- 
liance, Neb., Followed 
Stunting by Pilot.

Officials at the Alllance airport 
said that Davee, pilot of a plane 
in the All-Nebraska air tour which 
visited here yesterday and put on 
an air show, had borrowed the 
cabin plane from the local aviation 
club after the four men urged him 
to take them up.

Dried Beef A La King. 
Buy one-fourth pound smoked 
beef and set aside four or five 
slices to use with scrambled eggs 
next morning.

Melt two tablespoons butter in a 
frying .pan, when bubbling pour 
in the eggs. Sprinkle with the beef 
stir until thickened and 
creamy.

Dried Beef Rolls. 

Pick out six large _ slices and 

scald with boiling water. Pull two 


slices into small pieces and scald, 


then drain thoroughly and mix 
with one and one-fourth cups 
mashed potato, one tablespoon 
melted butter, one tablespoon 
minced parsley and 1 tablespoon 
chili sauce. - Spread the whole 
slices of beef out flat, cover with 
a thick ‘layer of the potato mix- 
ture and roll up. Fasten with tooth- 
picks, place in a shallow greased 
baking dish, brush with melted 
butter, cover and bake in a hot 
oven for 15 minutes. 


Apple Pie With Melted Cheese. 

After the apple pie is baked, lay 
thin slices of cheese or_ grated 
cheese over the top, and place in a 
very moderate oven until the 
cheese is hot. Either a freshly 
baked or a cold pie may be pre- 
pared in this way.

get tickets fight their way through 
the station doors and fight again 
for seats. They are glad enough 
to be able to travel “hard.” 


Carry Bedding and Food. 


The “hard” traveler brings his 
own bedding or sleeps in his ordi- 
nary clothes on the unadorned 
boards forming the seat, the mid- 
dle deck and upper deck of the 
compartment. A thin mattress and : 
pillow can be hired from the con-’ 
ductor but the price is too high 
for most Russians. 

The Russian traveler usually car- 
ries his own food and certainly a 
teapot to get boiling water at the 
station kipyatoks. If food is avail- 
able at the larger station buffets 
he must show his railroad ticket. 
before he is allowed to buy. This 
is to prevent nontravelers from 
from overcrowding the buffets, 
where prices are comparatively 
low. 

On many of the short lines only 
“hard” accommodations are avail- 
able. When the writer was forced 
to make these trips the railroad 
Gay-Pay-Oo were extremely help- 
ful. Through their aid the guide 
was allowed to go at the head of 
the ticket queue, and we were per- 
mitted to board. the train before 
the other passengers. By buying 
four tickets for two persons we 
were assured enough space for 
sleeping. Despite the rule that the 
coaches must be swept twice daily 
they are pretty filthy at the end of 
a journey. 

Traveling “soft” is not so incon- 
venjent and the Russjan proletariat 
would be satisfied with such ac- 
commodations for a long time. Un- 
fortunately for the proletariat the 
prices are high and the places are 
taken by party members, foreign 
tourists and Government officials, 
including army officers, engineers, 
university professors and _ trade 
union officials. The seats can be 
changed into berths, upper and 
lower, and bedding is obtainable 
from the conductor.

$19, for one stretch of the trip. 
First-class tickets probably were 
more than 50 roubles, $25. Fourth- 
class tickets for the same journey 
were only 6 roubles, $3. 

The six classes on the Black Sea 
’vessels are first, second and third 
and deck space for each of these.

This much must be said for the 
water carriers: The food is fairly 
good for Russia, particularly on the 
Black Sea boats.

EINSTEIN ACCEPTS 
FIVE-DIMENSION 
THEORY OF SPACE 


Works Out Mathematic Form- 
ula Based on Concept He 
Once Rejected. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—A pre- 


liminary announcement by Prof. 
Albert Einstein of the completion 
of part of his work on a new 
unified field theory, supplanting 
the one he announced in 1929, is 
made public by the Josiah Macy 


Jr. Foundation. 
he foundation last year created 
a fellowship to provide a collabor- 


ator to Prof. Einstein in his re- 
search work. Dr. Walter Mayer, 
the assistant, aided in the forma- 
tion of the new theory, the an- 
nouncement said. 

The term “unified field theory” 
is widely applied, it was explained, 
to represent the theory_ advanced 
by Einstein, according to which 
there is but a single background to 
all material activity. 

The preliminary announcement 
is timited to a brief statement of 
the mathematical lines of proce- 
dure followed. It contains, howrver, 
an admission that Einstein’s older 
unitary field thory, based on the 
introduction of the theory of dis- 
tant parallelism in Riemannian 
geometry, was abandoned by him 
when he found that it was “striv- 
ing in the wrong direction.” 

Einstein’s and Mayer’s new the- 
ory, it was announced, worked out 
new mathematical concepts based 
on the theory of Theodore Kaluza, 
promulgated in 1921, which Ein- 
stein formerly had regarded as 
‘‘not acceptable.” 

Kaluza’s theory rests on the as- 
sumption that the physical space- 
time continuum is five-dimen- 
sional instead of four-dimensional] 
as previously considered.

No Tampering With Reserve, 
But both Senators Glass and 
Bulkley emphasized that the pro- 
gram contemplated no tampering 
with the Federal Reserve System, 
This step was suggested in the proe 
gram of President Hoover calling 
for a broadened base for paper 
which is eligible for rediscount by 
the Federal Reserve banks.

| NATURAL GAS FOR ST. LOUIS. 
Announcement -that the Laclede Gas Light Co. is 
to make natural gas available to St. Louis house 
heaters, possibly within 60 days, is of great civic 
importance. 
’ The fuel to be distributed by Laclede will not, of 
course, be pure natural gas. There are reasons why 
pure natural gas cannot at the time be made avail- 
able through Laclede’s distribution system. The 
company has a large investment in plants which 
manufacture artificial gas. It cannot abandon those 
plants. It must also be mindful that the supply of 
natural gas is uncertain. Experts insist that there 
fs enough natural gas in the Louisiana and Ama- 
rillo fields to supply all the great cities within 
reach of the pipe lineaefor 100 years. They may 
be right, but Laclede perforce adopts the conserva- 
tive policy of keeping its artificial gas plants be 
hind the natural supply. What it will give the 
people of St. Louis will be a mixture of the two 
fuels, and it hopes to put this mixture within the 
reach of a great many people. At Kansas City, 
where natural gas has been placed within reach of 
a considerable element of the population, there are 
more than 15,000 house heating customers. Since 
St. Louis is three times as big as Kansas City, it is 
safe to assume that approximately 50,000 St. 
Louisans would heat their houses with gas if it is 
placed within their reach. At the present time, 
Laclede bas less than 1000 house heating customers 
because the cost is widely prohibitive. 
The important thing is to bring natural gas into 
the city. As the use of it develops, Laclede will

These University of Chicago trans 
lators seem not at all impressed by the Bible's 
ancient prestige as a master work of English litera- 
ture. Seemingly, they forget that it was a product 
of the same golden age that produced Shakspeare. 
Rather, they labor over roots and definitions of dead 
languages, of value only to the scholar, to build a 
verbatim translation that sacrifices all the sonorous 
poetry that King James’ transiaters wrote into tts 


of such scientific zeal: “Extreme caution about ac- 
curacy in poetic phrase lames its free, spontaneous 
movement. Accuracy is the category of the law of- 
fice, the laboratory, the shop, rather than of the sanc- 
tuary. It does not go with imaginative and emotion- 
al power.” 

In such a translation, touted as strictly up-to-date, 
it is surprising to find that the line of the Lord's 
Prayer, “And deliver us from evil,” has become, “But 
deliver us from the evil one.” Here is a descent to 
medieval demonology in which King James’ schol- 
ars did not indulge, though they lived in an era when 
Satan was a tangible personage. Devil worship | 
finds little support in the Scriptures, though the ter- | 
rors of the itinerant evangelist’s pulpit and of the |

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A FRONTIER FOR THE FUTURE. 

A conservation project which has deserved all the 
backing it has had to date and merits further support 
to bring it to completion is the proposed Rainy Lake 
watershed refuge for North American wild life. The 
plan of the council of distinguished Americans and 
Canadians who are behind it is to preserve invio- 
late a Minnesota-Ontario area larger than Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island—a veritable 
maze of rapid-filled waterways interlocking some 
3000 lakes—for public use and enjoyment in the years 
te come. An important step toward the goal was 
the passage of the Shipstead-Newton-Nolan act, which 
recorded Congress in favor of preserving the canoe 
waters in the Minnesota portion of the area. A treaty 
with Canada is the ultimate aim. It would seem that 
such a project would be without opposition, but such 
is not the case. Private water power interests have 
other plans. To allow the enrichment of a few to 
triumph over immeasurable benefits to generations 
to come would be a sorry choice indeed. As the wil-

What the Tariff Has Done to Us 


Tariff is hailed as a guarantee of prosperity by millions of Republicans, and even 
its failure to prevent 1929 collapse does not stop the shouting; high rates irritate 
other countries and bring reprisals; tariff, viewed as a panacea, becomes overly 
important and distracts attention from steps that might solve our problems.

tariff rates themselves, but to an exag- 
geration even more extreme in the common 
talk about them. We hear ad nauseam the 
shouting about the party of prosperity, and 
the tariff as the great engine of prosperity. 

Even the collapse of 1929 seems not to 
have put a stop to this sort of thing—at 
least not at once. During the election last 
autumn, though the Democrats had been 
extraordinarily cautious in all their refer- 
ences to the tariff question, there was still 
much campaign talk from the Republicans 
about the collapse cf employment and the 
bread lines and soup lines which would be 
seen if the Democrats should come into 


. CCUMULATING party exigencies: have 


power. It is part of the trony of fate that 
the bread lines and soup lines have ap- 
peared in this very year 1931, when the 


wonder-working tariff is still in operation 
at full biast. 

The experience may dampen somewhat 
the talk about the tariff as the one specific 
for all industrial ill. _But that it is such a 
specific has become almost an article of 
faith for millions of good Republicans. It 
has been dinned in their ears that the pros- 
perity of this country is dependent on the 
protective system, and is indeed assured 
enly if the system is maintained intact. 


I do not know whether the cry has lost 
its power, or is in the way of losing it. From 
the economist’s point of view, it is all non- 
sense. The tenacity of party loyalty. party 
prejudices, party doctrines, is such that 
pretection may still continue to be associat- 
ed with prosperity. and anything in the way 
of lowered duties with disaster. 

I am quite sure—and in this virtually all 
serious and unprejudiced students of eco- 
nomic problems would agree—that our high 
tariff is not in fact the mainstay of pros- 
perity. This country would be prosperous 
under a system of low duties or under one 
of high duties. 

I have some hope that bitter experience 
may check the shouting about the tariff and 
prosperity. and that an abiding undercur- 
rent of moderation in our American public 
will stop the process of piling duties high- 
er and higher. We should not merely keep 
them from going higher, but prune them 
of the many excesses and absurdities. This 
can be done at once without serious harm 
to any important industry. 

All this exaggeration of the tax system, 
as regards both its supposed wonder-work- 
ing effects and its very high rates, has had 
iil effect on our international! relations. And 
this in two ways. It has irritated foreign 


countries, and made them disifike us, do 
their best to circumvent us, retaliate 
against us as they saw chance. Foreign 


countries have been led, much to their own 
damage and the damage of all, to set up 


systems of the same extravagant kind. 


We are the wonderand admiration of the 
rest of the world, and most of all of the newly 
established democracies. They take their 
cue from us, and imitate our example. We 
have a protective system extraordinarily 
high and severe; we prosper: our public 
men shout aloud that it is the tariff that 
has made us prosperous. It is natural that 


the people of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Jugo-Slavia, Rumania and, hardly less, 
Germany, France and Italy, and even some 
of the British, should say, “Why may we 
net do the same thing? Let us alse have 
high tariffs, and create prosperity.” 

These admirers and imitators fail to see 
that our conditions are fundamentally dif- 
ferent from theirs. A smaller country, with 
less varied resources and less economic 
vitality, cannot stand such a system. The 
evil results have been dilated on again and 

in, and no one denies them. Yet it is 
extraordinarily difficult to make even a be- 
ginning in getting rid of them. 


We are in favof of pacific relations with 
other countries. We have turned our backs, 
in the main, on the efforts of international 
co-operation and international understand- 
ing which center about Geneva. But still we 
have repeatedly expressed ourseives—and 
here the approval is little short of unan- 
imous—in favor of peaceful relations, of 
internationa] arbitration, of disarmament. 
As regards tariff questions, however, we are 
provocative and irritating. It is all bad. 

Perhaps the worst thing about the tariff 
question is that it has distracted attention, 
and for some time te come may still distract 
attention, from others that call imperatively 
fer answers. We have to face the enor- 
mously difficult liquor problem: and, in con- 
nection with this, the hardly less difficult 


problem of dealing with the mufders, rob- 
beries, flagrant and systematic violations of 
law, which put us to shame among the civi- 
lized nations of the earth. Again, we see 
industry conducted on larger and larger 
scale, control and power concentrated in a 
few hands to an ominous degree, opportuni- 
ties given for acquiring fabulous wealth in 
the management of huge concerns. 

We have made hardly a first step toward 
the crucial problem of stabilizing our eco- 
nomic system, and obviating or at least 
minimizing the curse of unemployment. 
That now is in everyone’s mind: but it may 
be forgotten. Helpless we now are: and I 
have to confess that ali of us are much 
in the dark as regarda prevention or reme- 
dy. Perhaps the disease is ineradicable in 
a society of free enterprise and materia! 
progress. But there are at least palliatives 
which can be got ready. We can promote 
some rationalization of the production and 
distribution of goods and the investment of 
capital, some betterment and control of the 
financial system, and, most important of all, 
some systematic machinery which shall at 
least allay. if it cannet entirely remove, such 
widespread involuntary unemployment as 
now shocks our conscience. 

Tt is here that our tariff controversy has 
done its worst harm. It has distracted at- 
tention from the things that most need to 
be done. It has exaggerated things that 
are of minor consequence, has led the av- 
erage man to talk and perhaps think as if 
prosperity could be universally attained by 
one simple panacea, has allowed grave evils 
to come on us and find us quite unprepared 
to meet them. My plea is for moderation 
and good sense, for cessation of sham talk 
about sham remedies, for an earnest facing 
of the really great, really ominous probdiems.
